GO TO LIFEBOATS 
“We will not go into much de- 
tail in this letter. The shelling of | 
the Zamzam took place about) 
5:45 a.m., April 17. We took to 
lifeboats and rafts immediately | 
as the ship was listing badly. The 
raider came nearby and picked up 
all on lifeboats and rafts as weil 
as those drifting in the water. No 
missionaries were seriously injur- 
ed in the shelling. The boat re- 
mained afloat long enough for the 
German officers to go aboard and 
collect some items of food and 
personal possessions. Some had 
only the clothes in which . they 
escaped, which in many cases were 
slight sleeping garments, others 
received more. Personally, we 
had the clothes in which we left 
the ship and one case which fell 
in the ocean during the transfer

Hayward and colleagues have 
been constantly experimenting 
with new and more effective insect 
bait. Bran and cotton seed hull as 
well as citrus fruit pulps have 
been used as bases of various 
deadly chemicals. 

Grasshoppers lunch only in the 
early wee hours of from 4 a.m. to 
8 a.m. so state agriculturists 
must be on hand every morning 
at this time for proper results. Ac- 
cording to Hayward the insects 
feed only in temperatures of 60 
to 80 degrees. 

Eight new bait spreaders from 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture have been secured by 
the local men. These spreaders 
are designed to speed up work 
and efficency. 

Crops which have proven vul- 
nerable to the grasshoppers are 
mainly grapes, truck gardens and 
citrus fruits. Where these insects 
have struck, acres of trees, bush- 
es and plants have been complete- 
ly de-foliated. 

With present work gaining mv- 
mentum, absolute control of 
grasshoppers in all areas is ex- 
pected,

A Father’s Views About His 


Son in the Army—and Strikes 
(By a Father of a Selectee) 


The thing that burns me most about the strikes is that 
we give our sons to Uncle Sam for the purpose of building 
our defense army, navy and marine corps and then fail to 
place in their hands the implements necessary for them to 
do a good job of defending. 

At home we give our time, pay heaviest taxes ever known 
and work like the devil to back up the boys. We organize 
state guard units into which we mobilize other citizens in- 
terested in preparing for any emergency that might come. 
And then some labor dictator calls for a strike in some in- 
dustry vital to national defense. That, to me,,is sabotage 
and treason and calls for a most determined stand on the 
part of the government.
